Physicians cannot say at this time 
whether he la Internally injured or 
not but beoauae ot his advanced age, 
It la feared he will not raoorer from 
aneh aarlova Injuriea. At S:U hospital 
authorities r^ried he was resting as 
well as conid be expected.

Then will every 
one have constituted him or herself an active agent in adding to the 
sum of life's commodities and stabilizing business in its every branch 
at a Aine and aaf« level for" permanency. Secondarily everybody 
should not only put ill full time producing, but equally full effort 
conserving. 

Thrift consists first in niahing and .second in savin;;. It is a 
composite of production and conservation. And just now thrift, in its 
fullest sense, is quite as essential to each of us as it was to Horatio, 
and will in its application havt a much greater reaction upon the 
welfare of society, whidh after i ll is l ui the composite* of ourselves.

"two matters of legiglatlon bestdns ilio 
[ appropriation bille, which that session 
, will endeavor to put throngh. One of 
''MMm is revision of the tax lam, and 
i^mm sort of relief from the housing 
, sitaatton which hu grown seriotis (n 
nearly every orban oommdnlty la ths 



whole country. 

An effort will be made in December 
to completely revise the income tax 
lawa, but because of the Isck of timi 
in that leulon 4t Is doubtftial tf an\ 
ne wtax bill ean be enaeted into law 
Both Democratic and Republican 
leaders are very anxious to have th 
tax laws, particularly the income tax. 
revised from top to bottom. .Neodlea^ 
to say every citizen concurs in thk 
desire, for the Inrome tax. It cannoi 
be denied presses heavily on' rich and 
poor alike. In the December seasion 
Secretary HonSton will ask Congresi 
to make a new law simpler than the 
present oumbersime statute. 'One of 
the most miportant reoommendationr 
of Mr. Houston will be that the Com 
missioner of Internal Revenue 
authorized to make final determina- 
tions in any tax aasesmenL Under the 
the present law a tax ease can be 
op^ed time and time again nntil the 
taxpayer never knows when he is 
through with litigation with the 
Treasury. But a lowering of the wholf 
income tax schedule Is what la now 
desired by Congressmen and citizens 
alike. There are also many imperfec- 
tions in the present mcome tax law. 
as haitp«Bs waXfT. in all eot&plex 
BUtntes, sad these must be ironed oui 
In the lesion. House and Senatt 
lenders are said to |)lan not only i 
general reduction in all schedules, 
but changes so that big Incomes will 
bear a proportionately larger share 
of he tax. The "little fellow" will 
net have to pay as mnoh as heretofore 
This will indeed be popniir legisla- 
tion with the masses. 

The honsiig situation wtu also be 
considered by the December bosbIoii 
The shortage of homes in every sec- 
tion of the land, except in the rural 
districts, is almost as serious as ttai: 
tax burdeniand the high oost Of llv 
Ing. nua problem controotinc Con 
gren will havOMiw'HMicAa t» 1»rlnii 
about oonstmotlon of more homes anc 
apartment houses, and to prevent tbi 
rent hogs from further proflteerin 
on the helpless tenant. The situation 
may result in a Federal law establish- 
ing rent commissions In all cities of i.

Washington. — "School Week" will 
t>e observed throughout the nation the 
wok of December 6-U, as the Com- 
missioner of Uoeatlon Is designating 
the flrst full week, In Deeember as 
■'Sehiaa.lVeek." aa« Is reQveotlsg the 
governors and the ehlef school officers 
of the several states and territories to 
take such action as may be necessary 
to cause the people to use this week 
In such way as will most effectively 
disaemin^e among tthe people ac- 
curate infOm^tion in regard to the 
conditions and needs of the schools, 
enhance appreelatioa of the TSlne of 
education, and oreate such interest as 
will result ill better opportunities for 
education, and larger apjiroprlations 
for scliuols of all kinds and grades. 

Tlie t'ommis'iionor of Education 
suggests that during this week the 
public press should give more atten- 
tion, and a larger amount of .apace to 
educational toples than wnal, and 
that on Sunday, December 6, ministers 
should one' or more of their church 
services for emphasising the Impor- 
tance of education. 

It is furllior suggested that during 
the week Chamliers of commerce, 
boards of trade, women's olubs, labor 
unions, farmers' unions, patriotic and 
civic societies, Rotary Clnbs. and Ki- 
wanio Clubs, and other important or- 
ganUattons and asaoclations should 
devote one meeting to ad aleuaaion of 
the needs of education In their states 
and local commnnitles, boldhiK spe- 
cial meeting if necessary, and that 
motion picture houses should put on 
their screens during "School Week'' 
thoti snd llgm'es in regiM to the im- 
portance of education, and the condi- 
tio nand needs of the schools. 

Universities, collages, and normal 
schools will be requested to devote 
the convocatio nhours of tlio woi'k to 
a discussion of education in general, 
an dof their own particular needs, and 
It ia further suggested that all ele- 
mentary and high sehool teaoheis 
should derote om period each day df 
"School Week" to this subject, telling 
the children about education in their 
local conimunltles and in state wuii 
Nation, how the schools are supported 
and how much money lo spent for 
them, their economic, social and civic 
value, and that during this week 
themsi of esssys and compositions tai 
elementary and Ugh aohoola relate to 
education. 

Friday aftornof)n and evening of 
"School Week" has been designated 
as the date on which community meet- 
ing in the Interest of education should 
be held at all school houses, both In 
city and oonntry, for the purpose of 
discussing the needs of the schools of 



the several conuuttnltica. the means of 
meethig these needs, and of rsoMdy^ 

ing conditions. 

State departmenta of education have 
been hivli^ to provide InfotnaUon 
throoih the pnWio press and other- 
wise in leiard the eondiMoBa and 
needs of the schools in the several 
states, and city and county superin- 
tendents have been Invited to take 
similar action and it is further sug- 
gested that city aud county superin- 
tendents of aohoola hold meetings on 
nidajr or Saturday of the week pre- 
eedtsg 'Moei HMk" ter theepofvaoe 
of discuBsmg these problems among 
themselves ^and fltlKltilf dettfilte plans 
for the proper observance of the 
week in schoo land for FYlday after- 
noon aiui cvi'nlng ineeetings.
